2 cups pastry flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

G tablespoons lard, cold 

About. U Clip cold water 

Mix the salt with the flour. Com* 
bine the (at and flour and salt, but 
do not ovormlx. The fat should not 
be divided Into thiy particles, for If It 
Is the pie crust will never ho tender 
and flaky. The fat partjolos should 
about the size ot small poos. The 
combining may bo done with a dough 
blender, a small device which en- 
ables one to cut the fat Into the flour 
easily; It may bo cut in with two 
knives; or if you work quickly and 
deftly It may be done with the An- 
Ban, 

When the particles ot fat are coat- 
ed with flour, sprinkle a little cold 
water evenly over the dry mixture, 
and then, using a foirk, ;intx with a 
tossing motion, sprinkling more', cold 
wafer on the top as dry flour and fat 
come to the tpp. Oqntlnuo adding 
water until 'tlie' dampened particles 
stick together when lightly pressed.
